Please clarify if 
this is not your meaning. 
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| have communicated your concerns and requests to my superiors, as | said 
| would and expect that replies will be forthcoming in the near future. 


It must be remembered that, while we are all sympathetic to 
people(students) who have handicaps of any kind and have invested 
significant resources to accommodate them, it may not be feasible or 
possible to do so for individual and specific cases in every setting. 


We have for example, provided for a full time teacher assistant 
during his kindergarten and grade one years to assist him when he was not 
able to cope in the group setting. All staff at the school have repeatedly 
demonstrated vigilance and judgement in noticing and extricating Oliver 
from potentially negative situations. 


We would be interested in receiving more specific details from your 


medical doctor as to ‘'s sensitivities. A list of his particular 
allergies would be most helpful. Certainly in the meantime we will 
recommend that 's classroom be examined by our building 


department people.
